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INTRODUCTION 


What follows is a running account, in a genealogical form, of that 
particular Brown family that preceded Ebenezer Brown (1752-1833) who lived 
on Chestnut Hill in Killingly, Connecticut; Granville, New York; and 
Jefferson County, New York, and many of his descendants. The reason for 
this particular organization of presently collected data is that prior to 
this present effort, much supported data had been recorded and made avail¬ 
able about Ebenezer Brown and some of his descendants, but very little 
documentation had ever been developed as to his ancestry. 

Considerable time has been devoted to the search and study of records 
in the Connecticut State Library at Hartford and the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society of Boston, Massachusetts. An attempt has been made to 
include in each generation*s account something of the kind of life experi¬ 
ence our ancestors represented. The record is limited in the earlier 
generations which offers opportunity for further research and documenta¬ 
tion. 


A few maps are included to show where our ancestors lived, and an 
appendix is included to provide reference to some of the documentation 
available. 

Reference is made to a particular Brown family; it should be realized 
that the name "Brown" becomes only a common point of reference in compiling 
a generational line and that the female lines contribute equally. There¬ 
fore, the related lines are to be developed wherever possible to show this 
fact. The knowledge acquired of one’s family heritage becomes also a 
knowledge of a specific part of our nation’s history. With such thoughts 
in mind, this present "running account" is but a beginning, and future 
revisions and improvements are definitely contemplated! 

In the appendix will be found transcripts of several wills referred to 
as well as abstracted land records, church records and other forms of docu¬ 
mentation. Also included is a transcription of the 1888 record prepared by 
Kendrick W. Brown (1842-1926) in which he gave the names of his great 
uncles, Aschel and Timothy Brown, as the names given him in 1869 by his 
father. Parley Brown. This latter becomes a conclusive reference together 
with the recently located original Thompson, Connecticut Congregational 
Church records which show that these were sons of Josiah Brown of Killingly, 
Connecticut, who were baptized in that church in 1745. Still further 
collateral evidence is provided by the 13 February 1786 deed signed by 
Ebenezer Brown in which he refers to his "honored father, Josiah Brown." 

This compilation is offered at this point with the explanation that it 
is to be further extended as information is obtained. In its present form, 
it is hoped it will provide some direction to others who may later be in 
search of their Brown ancestry.

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EARLY ROOTS IN AMERICA 


In Charles C. Whitney's pamphlet entitled "Some Brown Genealogy" writ¬ 
ten 1 January 1897, he tells us that our first Brown ancestor was known as 
John Brown, b. 1628, and was the first known of our family in the United 
States—he being one of the early settlers of Reading, Massachusetts. 

Lynn, Massachusetts, Whitney wrote, "received its first white settlers 
in 1629, and was incorporated as a town in 1637. It belonged to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Bay Colony, as did all of now Middlesex and Essex Counties, Mass. 
About the time of its incorporation, the settlers began to imagine they 
needed more room, and to look longingly westward upon the wild lands and 
grassy meadows, where was such abundant feed for cattle still held by the 
Indians. Accordingly, they petitioned the General Court, which granted 
them, in 1639, territory "four miles square" the land being purchased from 
its original owners, "upon condition the petitioners shall, within two 
years, make some good proceeding in planting, so as it may be a village, 
fit to contain a convenient number of inhabitants, which in due time have a 
church there." "About seven families having settled there and built 
houses, the territory was incorporated in 1644 under the name of Redding or 
Reading, having been known previously as Lynn Village. Early Lynn settlers 
were mostly from Reading, Berkshire County, England." 

Whitney continues, "Among earlier settlers in Reading were two fami¬ 
lies named 'Browne or Brown.' It is not known that these Brown families 
were related, but each had a John Brown. The younger, bom 1634 was from 
Worcestershire, England and he lived on the east side of town. He left no 
male issue." The older John Browne was sometimes referred to as John Brown- 
upon-the-hill and it is with him and his family that we will begin our 
account. 

The above referred to genealogy prepared in 1897 places John Browne, 
the son of the original John Browne of Reading, Mass., in Killingly Twp. 
Connecticut in 1711. Documentation found in the Connecticut State Library 
and in late Brown family records establishes the relationship through this 
John Browne and his son Josiah, to the Ebenezer Brown, born 1752, who 
married Molly Redway in 1775 at the Putnam Congregational Church. With 
Witney's initial compilation of 1897, we have the beginnings of our Brown 
genealogy that will take us from Massachusetts in the early 1600's through 
Connecticut in the 1700's, New York State after the Revolution to Michigan, 
Iowa and points west after the Civil War. Today's (1984) descendants are 
no longer going in a single direction. Some may be heading back over the 
ancestral trails!

FORMAT 


Family sketches have been arranged on the New England Historic Genea¬ 
logical Register Format. The Register format follows two principles— 
numbering with serial Arabic numbers, rather than using a more complicated 
numbering arrangement depending upon generation and position within a 
family, and completing all sketches for one generation before going on to 
the next. In this manner, each Brown descendant has a number, first as a 
child numbered as (8) and in the next generation as 8—with such number at 
the left of the name. In each new generational sketch, the generation 
order is given as a number to the upper right of the head of family’s name. 

A short lineal outline of the mothers for each family sketch, if 
available, is placed following the respective families. The exception to 
this arrangement is the placing of longer, more detailed female lines in 
the appendix. More work remains in this respect and is an area for future 
effort. 


TRAVEL ROUTES 

No actual record is at hand that tells us just what route our Brown 
ancestors followed in their moving from Massachusetts to Connecticut in the 
early 1700*s or on to New York State soon after the Revolutionary War. 
Thompson, Connecticut, was on the Boston Post Road to Hartford. Ox cart or 
horse drawn coach would be the probable conveyance then. Travel must have 
been slow and difficult. After the Revolution, it seems to have been 
likely for our ancestors to have traveled up the Connecticut River or the 
Hudson River Valley. Again, ox drawn or horse drawn wagons were in use. 
Horseback or foot travel was, of course, a common mode of travel for indi¬ 
viduals . 
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\^en Ebenezer and his sons moved their families from Washington 
County, NY, to Oneida County, NY (Jefferson County, in part, after 1805) 
just before 1800 did they travel by wagon down the Hudson a distance and 
then go up the Mohawk Valley? Or perhaps they went up the West side of the 

Hudson River and then traveled west along the St. Lawrence River. The 

St. Lawrence route seems a logical guess. 

The Erie Canal was opened in 1825, and the first railroads in New York 
were begun in 1828. By the mid-1840's, much of New York had access to 
either water or railroad transportation. It would not be until bicycles 
and automobiles had appeared that anything like good roads would be devel¬ 
oped. Local roads were maintained by local towns and by individual 
property owners in the meantime. 

After the Civil War, our ancestors moved on westward, traveling by 

railroads. By that time, the Stage Coach was passing from the scene, 

although the Stage Coach and other horse drawn vehicles remained important 
in many localities for local transportation until well after 1900.

THE ANCESTRY OF EBENEZER BROWN (1752-1833) OF KILLINGLY, CT, 
GRANiaiLE, NY, AND JEFFERSON COUNTY, NY AND HIS DESCENDANTS 

1. John Browne, b. 1628, was one of the early settlers of Reading, 

Middlesex County, MA. He m. there, 18 Oct. 1659, Elizabeth, dau. 
of John Osgood, of Andover. She d. 21 July 1673, and he m. 2nd 

14 Nov. 1681, Sarah _. He d, 27 July 1714, age 86. His 

ancestry has not been traced, but he is believed to have been the 
first of his family to come to America. John probably lived on 
’’Cowdrey Hill”* and is presumed to have given his name to the 
small ’’Brown’s Pond” in front of his house. He was a Selectman 
and a citizen of some prominence. He is sometimes mentioned in 
the town records as ’’John Brown-upon-the-hill, ” probably to 
distinguish him from the other John Brown who lived on the east 
side of the town. He was made a freeman in 1679. John Brown’s 
will was dated May 18, 1709, and was probated under the date of 
23 August 1714 (see Appendix). In this interesting will he names 
daughters Hannah Parker, Martha Harrington, Mary Browne and sons 
Nathaniel and John. His daughter Elizabeth Hazelton is named as 
having ’’already received her portion before of me.” Of special 
'^interest is his bequest to son John of ’’five shillings and no more 
and the reason why is because he is a stubborne, diobedient child— 
a rebellious son to me.” It is this son John who removed from 
Reading to Killingly, CT and is our ancestor. *(That part of 
original Reading is now in present-day Wakefield.)

GENEALOGY OF JOHN BROWNE'S WIVES 

Whitney, in his "Brown Genealogy" written in 1897, tells us that John^ 
Browne's first wife was Elizabeth Osgood, daughter of John Osgood. This is 
confirmed by other sources, such as the Osgood Genealogy written by Alfred 
Osgood et al. in 1894. John Osgood was born in the parish of Wherwell, 
Hampshire, England, 23 July 1595. He d. Andover, MA 24 Oct. 1651. He m. 
in England, about 1627, Sarah, who d. 8 April 1667. 

The Osgood genealogy confirms that daughter Elizabeth m. 1653 John 
Browne of Reading, "had five daughters" and died in 1673. 

Whitney did not give us John's second wife's full name—only that he 

m. (2) Sarah _ in 1681. It is possible that she was the daughter of 

William Barsham and his wife Annabelle Bland of Watertown. Barsham is 
believed to have come from England in the Winthrop Fleet in 1630. He d. 

13 July 1684, and his will, dated 23 Aug. 1683, names his daughter, Sarah 
Browne, as one of his nine surviving children. A number of Reading rela¬ 
tives came from Watertown. One reason for considering this as circumstan¬ 
tial evidence. More evidence is required, however, to be conclusive. By a 
process of elimination in comparing names, this is presently the best 
indication of Sarah's identity. Perhaps someone will later more fully 
document this or some other identity.

CHESTNUT HILL 

"An extensive rise of land in the eastern part of town was called 
Chestnut Hill. A broad open plateau lay upon the top of this hill, while 
its steep sides were heavily wooded. This very desirable spot of ground 
was included in the grants laid out to John and Joseph Haynes, Timothy 
Woodbridge and Governor Treat; sold by them to John Allen; by him to 
Captain John Chandler, who sold the whole tract, 2400 acres, for 312 to 
Eleazer and Thomas Bateman of Concord, Samuel and Thomas Gould, Nathaniel 
Lawrence, Ebenezer Bloss, Thomas Richardson and Ebenezer Knight, joint 
proprietors. John Brown , Moses Barret, Josiah Proctor, Daniel Carrol, 
Samuel Robbins, Daniel Ross and John Grover were soon after admitted among 
the Chestnut Hill proprietors. ... A road was laid over the hill top and 
carried on to Cutler's mill and the Providence Way." 
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From the History of Windham County, Connecticut, edited by 
Richard M. Bayles, NY, W. W. Preston & Co., 1889, 
p. 926-927. 

The John Brown mentioned here was probably our ancestor who purchased 
land on "horse hill" on 13 Dec. 1718 which land adjoined land owned by 
Deacon Eleazer Bateman who is also named above as an early proprietor on 
Chestnut Hill. See John Brown - No. 2. 


CEMETERIES 

The Oldest Killingly Burying Ground, Putnam, CT, located on old Kill- 
ingly Road, was the first line of travel cut through the wilderness in 
early settlement days. This cemetery was set aside in 1720 and is known as 
the Oldest Killingly Burying Ground . Memorial gates and tablets were 
erected there in 1911 in memory of heroes of the Revolutionary and the 
French Wars by the Putnam, CT D.A.R.

These land transactions show that Josiah Brown’s family lived near 
neighbors in Killingly to the James Redway family. The only 
Ebenezer Brown found in Killingly is the one that married Molly 
Redway in 1775 and is the same Ebenezer Brown who referred to 
Josiah Brown as his father—the same Josiah Brown who also had 
sons Aschel and Timothy who Parley Brown knew as uncles and as 
brothers of his father, Ebenezer.

EBENEZER BROWN, grantor to Joseph Cady, both of Killingly for 
i'60, 45 acres by Chestnut Hill including a dwelling house, bounds 
'on David Law's and Zacheus Brown. Witnesses were Hezekiah Leavens 
and Susannah Leavens. Dated 5 Sept. 1787. 

Also, 13 acres for £30 bounds on Zacheus Brown and Elisha 
Converse. This is logically the same Ebenezer Brown that already 
had deeded, alone or with Molly Brown, land to the same grantee. 

The fragmentary knowledge of Ebenezer's father including that of 
his full name can be explained by the fact that Josiah Brown, the 
man we believe was his father, died just prior to 1790 by which 
time Ebenezer, his wife Molly and their children had gone north¬ 
west to Washington County, NY. By 1800 they moved to the north¬ 
western frontier of Jefferson County, NY. Communications between 
Ebenezer and his pre-revolutionary family probably had nearly 
ceased to exist by the time Ebenezer*s family was establishing 
itself in the "new country." 

When Ebenezer and Molly Brown moved from Connecticut to Washington 
County, NY, they farmed near Granville NY, and here he was listed 
in the 1790 census as the head of a household that consisted then 
of Molly, 2 males over 16 and 3 females. In addition there were 
two boys under 16, one of whom was Parley Brown, born in 1788 at 
Granville. Ebenezer and Molly's family would include nine chil¬ 
dren by 1800 when the family moved west to Jefferson County when 
their second son purchased land in Adams, Jefferson County, NY. 

All of their sons subsequently settled in that town. The parents 
located and lived out their lives in nearby Lorraine, then a part 
of Oneida County.

Aaron Brown, son of Ebenezer Brown and Molly (Redway) Brown was 

b. 19 Aug. 1784 at Killingly, CT. Aaron Brown came to Jefferson 

County, NY soon after 1800 preceding his parents who also settled 

in the same area a short time later. Tradition has it that Aaron 

traveled afoot and arrived in what was yet a wilderness country. 

He cleared land and by his industry, economy and good management 

accumulated a comfortable fortune. Known as Squire Brown, he 

owned several mills in the area and an estimated two thousand 

acres of land. At times he was operating two or three saw mills.

8. Parley (Ebenezer , Josiah^, John"^, John^) 

Parley Brown was born 4 December 1788 in Granville, NY, the fourth 
son of Ebenezer and Molly (Redway) Brown. He d. 17 March 1870 in 
Philadelphia, Jefferson County, NY in his 82nd year. He was 
educated at Madison University (now Colgate University). He 
worked on the farm in summer and taught school during the winter. 
In 1831 he purchased land in the town of Orleans, Jefferson 
County, NY and developed one of the best cultivated farms in that 
section. After 20 years Parley sold this farm and bought the farm 
located at what is still known as "Brown’s Corners" five miles 
east of Alexandria Bay, NY.

Parley and Submit Brovin's son, Kendrick Wade Brown, wrote in his 
autobiography in 1888 that his father moved with his parents 
(Ebenezer and Molly) to Adams, NY "when he was eleven years of age 
where he lived for eight years. He then went to Ellisburg, NY 
where he was employed by his brother, Joel, on a farm and in a 
store for three years. — He was in the U.S. military service at 
two different times—briefly both times—and was slightly wounded 
in 1812." "He joined the Baptist Church in Lorraine, NY in 1816. 
— He had little opportunity for an education — at age 30 he 
could hardly write his name. Still he improved every moment for 
study and in 1820 when he was 32 years old he entered Madison 
University from which he graduated. — Was ordained in 182A in 
Lorraine, NY—his first pastorate. He was a man of strong convic¬ 
tions, feelings and emotions." 

Parley Brown was an abolitionist and being located so near the 
Nation's border he gave support to the Underground Railroad of the 
pre-Civil War period. His motto was "Do Right—if the Heavens 
Fall."

Levi Brown, son of Aaron and Betsey (Burpee) Brown was b. 27 March 
1818 at Lorraine, NY; m. November 1861 Delia M. Cole of Palmyra, 
Wayne County, NY; d. Sept. 1903 at Watertown, NY. Levi Brown in 
his.youth worked on his father’s farms and in his mills in Jeffer¬ 
son County. He attended the District Schools, the Florence 
Academy in Oneida County, the Union Academy at Belleville. He 
entered Union College as a junior in 1841 where he graduated in 
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1843. He studied law in a prominent law office in Schenectady, 
returning to Adams, NY where he practiced law 1846-1852, then 
moved to Watertown, NY where he was a leading attorney and citizen 
for many years.

He was known for his 
combined honesty, intellectual pursuit of the law and his court¬ 
room abilities. "He was a terror to dishonest witnesses. He had 
a contempt for knavery, chicanery and dishonesty. . .** He was 
survived by his widow and one step-daughter, Mrs. Minnie L.

He was 
for many years active in educational endeavors, serving as school 
commissioner for 14 years. He was one of five men appointed by 
the state superintendent of public instruction of Michigan to 
prepare a system of graded work for rural schools—a system that 
was put into operation. Parley and Harriett were lifelong members 
of the Baptist Church and were always active in that church. He 
was a deacon for 50 years in the Big Rapids church. Both are 
buried at Big Rapids.

Kendrick W. Brown, b. 4 July 1842 in Orleans, NY; m. (1) in Alex¬ 
andria, NY 17 Sept. 1866, Lydia Ann Gates, dau. of Napoleon and 
Catherine (Smith) Gates who was b. 18 Feb. 1844. She d. 6 Feb.

Lydia A. (Gates) Brown taught school for seven years prior to her 
marriage. Her gentle Christian character won for her many friends 
throughout her life. Mr. Brown received a common school and an 
academic education. On May 1, 1861, in Redwood, NY, he enlisted 
in Company I, 35th New York Infantry for a period of two years. 

At the close of his term of enlistment, he was discharged with the 
rank of corporal and with meritorious marks. He then opened a 
recruiting office and assisted in raising a battery of artillery. 
In October 1863 he was made lieutenant in the 13th New York Volun¬ 
teers and the following year was promoted to the rank of captain 
in the 186th New York Infantry in which capacity he served until 
the close of the war. On the morning of April 16, 1865, the 186th 
NY Infantry led the charge against Ft. Malone (otherwise known as 
Ft. Hell). At 9:30 A.M. Col. Winslow, the commanding officer, was 
severely wounded in the side. Capt. Brown helped carry him from 
the field to a place of safety. Returning to his company, Capt. 
Brown found that the major had been wounded and was off the field. 
The Lieut. Col. was on detached service. The regiment was thus 
without a field officer. The color bearer also had fallen. Capt. 
Brown, at the head of his company, led a terrific charge, carrying 
the colors in his own hands, and was the first man to enter 
Ft. Hell, where he planted the flag and for a brief time defended 
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it alone in the midst of a shower of bullets, five of which hit 
and wounded him. The flag was torn and twice the staff was 
broken, but the colors never fell to the ground, nor fell back, 
during the entire charge. 

Capt. Brown was affiliated with the Republican party up to the 
year 1892, when he became a Prohibitionist. For more than 30 
years, Capt. Brown was a commercial traveler for a New York firm, 
but later he went on the Chautauqua lecture platform, some of his 
subjects being "Modern Civic Righteousness," "Systematic Benevo¬ 
lence," "Thirty-eight Years in a Grip," "Four Years at the Front," 
"The Brotherhood Movement," and "Men and Religion Forward Move¬ 
ment." Captain Brownes deep religious feeling, his energy and his 
earnestness made him an interesting and effective speaker. He 
d. 30 April 1926 at Ames, lA. Gates line, see p. 89 in Appendix.

Elon Rouse Brown, son of Elon Galushia and Lucretia (Rouse) Brown 
was b. at Stone Mills, Jefferson County, NY 9 Oct. 1857; d. Jef¬ 
ferson County, NY 24 Sept. 1922. He m. 25 Nov. 1882 Ettella K. 
Greene who was b. 3 July 1858 at Adams, NY, dau. of Munroe Asa and 
Frances Melissa (Coon) Greene of Adams, NY. Elon graduated Water- 
town, NY High School 1874 and from Brown University in 1878.

He was a member of the University Club of New York City, the Fort 
Orange Club of Albany, the Genesse Valley Club of Rochester and 
the Black River Club and the Jefferson County Gulf Club of Water- 
town, NY. He died of a stroke while duck hunting near his summer 
home on Fox Island near Cape Vincent on Lake Huron. Rev. Francis 
W. Eason, Rector of Watertown’s Trinity Episcopal Church, con¬ 
ducted his funeral service.

Abner Bennett Brown, son of Bennett F. and Weltha (Rouse) Brown, 
was b. 23 Feb. 1869 at Philadelphia (Jefferson County), NY; 
d. 19 Dec. 1938 at Watertown, NY. He m. 2 Oct. 1902 Frances 
Matilda Rogers, b. 1 Jan. 1870, dau. of Rev. William George Rogers 
and Emily (Poole) Rogers. Mrs. Brown’s parents were both natives 
of England. Abner Brown attended Philadelphia, NY schools. He 
graduated Potsdam, NY State Normal School and the Cornell Univer¬ 
sity Law School. Elected to the NY bar in 1898, he began his law 
career at Watertown, NY. He was president of the Jefferson County 
Sunday School Association for ten years and also president of the 
NY State Sunday School Association. He varied his career by 
becoming the professional head of Sunday School Associations, 
first in Florida (1913) and later in Maryland (1920). In 1916 he 
was also the legal counsel for the NY Anti-Saloon League. During 
these years, his family lived in Florida and in Baltimore, MD. He 
entered the law practice for a time in St. Petersburg, FL where he 
also entered politics as an unsuccessful candidate for the U.S. 
Senate. In 1930 he returned to Watertown, NY with his family and 
resumed his law practice there. 

Throughout his career, Abner Brown was prominent as a dry leader, 
writing many articles and delivering many lectures in promoting 
the prohibition movement. Always active in their church, Abner 
and his wife were members of the Watertown Baptist Church. Mrs. 
Brown, a trained musician, was soloist in several city churches 
prior to her marriage. She was choir director, composer and 
teacher as she devoted her talents in the interest of her church. 
She d, 11 Nov. 1959. Abner and Frances (Rogers) Brown are both 
burled in the Stone Mills Cemetery near Watertown.

Her sincerity, kindli¬ 
ness, sympathetic understanding and efficiency marked her, in the 
judgement of many people, as the ideal minister's wife." - Walnut 
Hills Church History. At his memorial service. Rev. Augustus 
Strong, President Emeritus of the Rochester Theological Seminary, 
stated that "He was so affectionate and so true, so exact in his 
scholarship and so gifted in speech, that a brilliant future 
seemed to open before him. ..." Jane Brown made her home in her 
later years with her father in the Rochester, NY area. There were 
no children.

THE FARWELL ANCESTRY OF SUBMIT FARWELL 
wife of PARLEY BROWN 

by Jane Harter Abbott and Lillian M. Wilson, M.A., Ph.D.* 


1. Henry Farwell , son of William Farwell, was born in England, pre¬ 

sumably about 1605; m. in Boston, England, April 16, 1629, Olive 
Welby (or Welbie), dau. of Richard and Frances (Buckley) Welby, 
who was bapt. in Moulton, England, in 1604. 

Henry Farwell came to New England with his wife and two children 
about the year 1636. He settled first in Concord, where he lived 
until about 1655, when he became a resident of Chelmsford. He was 
Deacon of the church in Chelmsford. He d. Aug. 1, 1670 in Chelms¬ 
ford, and the record states that he died "suddenly." His widow 
died their March 1 1961-2. 

Henry Farwell was a tailor by trade. His name does not appear in 
the index of grantors and grantees in the Middlesex County, MA 
Registry of Deeds. His holdings consisted of the land grants 
which he received from the towns of Concord and Chelmsford. He 
disposed of all his property in his will made 20 days before his 
death. He lived on the Billerica road on the same side of it as 
Abraham Parker and Jacob Parker. His home was nearer the village 
than theirs. 

Fox, in his history of Dunstable, omits the name of Joseph as one 
of the children of Henry Farwell^ and records Henryk as the son of 
Henryk, thus omitting a generation—Savage, Kidder, Farmer and 
others have been misled by this mistake. A similar error has 
caused some genealogists to give James as one of the sons of 
Henryk, but there is no evidence at all that Henry Farwell, the 
progenitor of the American family, had either a son Henry or a son 
James. 

The first mention of the meeting house in Mr. Fiske*s record inci¬ 
dentally supplies the names of church officers and specifies the 
dates of their incumbency, as follows: 

"Thomas Hinchman and Henry Farwell were chosen deacons at a Church 
meeting 16 of 9—60." Bro. Hincksman was to keep the box booke 
and accounts of contributions, Bro. Kemp to provide the bread and 
the wine, and Bro. Farwl to take charge of the linen and pewter." 
Before the introduction of bells, it was the custom to summon the 
worshippers to meeting with a drum. Among the town charges in 
1659 was one "for the paiment for A drum to Henry Farwell 3-5-0."

2. Ensign Joseph Farwell (Henry ) 

b. in Concord, MS, Feb. 26, 1640; d. Dec. 31, 1722; m. by Samuel 
Adams in Chelmsford, MA, Dec. 25, 1666, Hannah Learned, dau. of 
Isaac and Mary (Sterns) Learned of Chelmsford. He is buried in 
South Nashua, NH. At the time of his death, the town of Nashua, 

NH was a part of the old township of Dunstable, MA. When the 
boundary dispute between Mass, and New Hampshire was settled, this 
change in name was brought about. 

Ensign Joseph Farwell was a large land owner. Beside the land 
which he inherited from his father, he brought other tracts. In 
addition to lands in Chelmsford and Dunstable, he owned land in 
Groton, MA. His gravestone in the Old Dunstable Cemetery bears 
the inscription, ’’Here lyes ye Body of Ensign Joseph Farwell, 

Dec*d December ye 31, 1722 in ye 82nd year of his age." His wife 
survived him. His will was filed for probate Jan. 16, 1722.

"In the year 1700 Joseph Farwell bought with Thomas Colburn, his 
son-in-law, the Waldo farm in Dunstable, bounded south by the Tyng 
farm, extending to the mouth of the brook near Tyngsborough meet¬ 
ing house, its Indian name Great Naacook, to the mouth of Howard’s 
brook, its Indian name Little Naacock, on which Washburn’s brush 
factory is built, and extending from the river west to Brattle’s 
farm. They made a division and Farwell took the southern part, 
and by his deed, dated May 14, 1702, conveyed one-third part of 
his portion of the farm to his son Henry Farwell^. Joseph and 
Henry and their families removed to Dunstable in the year 1700 and 
settled upon this part, Joseph residing on the farm lately owned 
and occupied by his great grandson John Farwell." 

Joseph Farwell is styled in the Old Dunstable records "Ensign 
Farwell." He was, immediately after his settlement in the town, 
employed in various offices in the town business. He was select¬ 
man in 1701, 2, 5, 7, 10, and also at earlier dates, highway 
surveyor in 1706, and on important committees in 1702, 7, 12, 16, 
and 17. 

In 1710 Ensign Farwell, Thomas Lund and Joseph Blanchard, select¬ 
men, petitioned the Assembly for aid in supporting the ministry, 
and in 1711 it is recorded that they received 10 from the 
Assembly towards payment of salary of Mr. Paris. He was "Ensign" 
of the Chelmsford Military Co., 1687-1695. 

The printed Vital Records of Chelmsford, MA do not contain the 
name of Isaac, fifth child of above family, nor that of a daughter 
Olive, although both are mentioned by Hill in his "Reminiscences 
of Old Dunstable." Lacking any proof that there was the daughter 
he mentioned, her name has been stricken from this record.

3. Joseph Farwell (Ensign Joseph , Henry ) 

b. in Chelmsford, MA, July 24, 1670; d. Aug, 20, 1740 aged 70 

years and 14 days, according to his tombstone in Groton, MA. If 

this inscription is correct, he was b. Aug. 6, 1670. Town records 

give the date of his death as Aug. 21, 1740. 

He m. in Chelmsford, Jan. 23, 1695-6, Hannah Colburn, of Chelms¬ 
ford, dau. of Thomas and Hannah (Rolfe) Colburn. They lived in 
Chelmsford for several years after their marriage, when they 
removed to Groton. His first purchase of land in Groton was 
dated April 27, 1699, when he is described as "of Chelmsford." 

The land was purchased of Capt. James Parker of Groton, and 
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Joseph's father joined with him in the purchase. He was a farmer. 
He and his wife were members of the Groton church. 

Joseph Farwell died intestate, and his heirs settled his estate by 
deeds among themselves. His widow was living March 10, 1740-1, 
when she conveyed her dower rights in her husband's estate to her 
son, Joseph Farwell.

In 
the marriage record, her name is erroneously given as Hannah Daby. 
She was the dau. of Jason and Elizabeth (Parker) Russell and was 
b. Aug. 22, 1749 in Harvard, MA. Mrs. Farwell d. near Rochester 
in Monroe County, NY. Abel Farwell is called a cooper in Middle¬ 
sex County land records. He resided in Groton for about 15 years 
after his marriage, when he removed to Ludlow, VT and afterwards 
to Mount Holly in Rutland County, VT. While living in Mount 
Holly, Jan. 26, 1797, he and his wife disposed of all their inter¬ 
ests in the estate of her father, Jason Russell, late of Harvard, 
MA, deceased, to Edmund Farwell of Harvard.

That summer Solomon Farwell raised the first wheat ever raised in 
the to\^iship of Denmark. It is evidence of his skill and industry 
as a farmer that 20 years later at the first Agricultural Society 
fair held in Lewis County, he was awarded the first prize for 
having the best improved farm in Denmark township. Solomon 
Farwell was a Methodist while his wife, Sabina Burlingame, was a 
Baptist.

ANCESTRY OF LYDIA ANN GATES 
See No. 24 wife of Kendrick W. Brown 

1. Stephen Gates (Thomas, Peter, Geoffrey, Geoffrey, Sir Geoffrey, 

William, Sir Geoffrey, William, Thomas) came from England on the 
"Diligent" in 1638. Said to have been the second son of Thomas 
Gates of Norwich, Norfolk County, England. He came from Hingham, 
England to Hingham, Massachusetts Bay, America, accompanied by his 
wife Ann Veare (the Chute Genealogy by Wm. Edward Chute gives her 
name as Hill, now believed to be incorrect) and their two children 
born also in England. 

They settled first in Hingham, MA. They were next in Cambridge, 
then Lancaster, MA in 1656. Moved to Cambridge later where he 
died in 1662. In his will made 9 June 1662 and proved 7 Oct. 1662 
calls himself "of Cambridge." After his death, Ann married for 
the second time about 18 April 1663, Richard Woodward of Water- 
town, MA, the grandfather of her daughter-in-law but resumed Gates 
name after his death 5 Feb. 1683 at Stow, MA where two of her sons 
then resided. (From Gates Family in America by Charles Otis 
Gates and History of Hingham, Mass., Vol. 2, p. 264, published 
1893.) 
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H. S. Nourse in his book Early Records of Lancaster and also in 
his "History of Harvard" speaks of Stephen Gates and his family as 
having been noted for "great energy and imperious manners." The 
daughter, Mary, very boldly contradicted the minister in public 
assembly. Stephen Gates quarreled with his neighbors, the 
Whitcombes, was deprived of his constable staff and moved from 
Lancaster after less than three years residence. After his death, 
his sons attempted to break his will, without success. Nourse 
further stated that the Gates sons were fighters in the Indian and 
Colonial wars. He reported them active in the Revolutionary War— 
one of them commencing his service at ten years of age. 

By his will, Stephen, the eldest son, received the house and lot 
in Lancaster. His wife and son Simon received his home in Cam¬ 
bridge; his son Thomas was to remain with them at his pleasure.

1. Autobiography of Kendrick Wade Brovm (1842-1926) written in 1888—that 

portion of which deals with his ancestors—is placed in this appendix 
as one interesting form of documentation (see No. 24). It is in the 
first paragraph under "Ancestors" that he states that Ebenezer Brown 
had "two brothers, Aschel and Timothy." He also states that his great 
grandfather *s name was "Timothy" Brown. It appears possible (likely) 
that Josiah Brown may have had a middle name—Timothy. (See notations 

at end of this autobiographical material.) 

2. The Brown Family Bible. Parley Brown’s Bible contains several pages 
of marriages, births and deaths. These are transcribed and placed in 
this Appendix for reference. (Bible is now in possession of Farwell 
T. Brown, Ames, lA.) 

3. The Memoirs of Parley Monroe Brown (1838-1927) written by him in 1920 
(see No. 22) provides an interesting insight into life in his genera¬ 
tion. Contains descriptions of education in New York and Michigan in 
the days of the one room school house. Also, his comments on the 
nature of his parents, grandparents and his own brothers. His is the 
only insight that we have of the nature of his grandfather, Ebenezer 
Brown. 

4. Wills - abstraced outlines of a few wills of record. These are but 
one of the available forms of documentation. At the end of each 
family account, a listing of sources is given.

AN 1888 FAMILY RECORD 


The Ancestral Record written in October 1888 by Kendrick W. Brown is 
copied here word for word as written by him. It had been typewritten with 
only a few handwritten additions believed to have been in his handwriting. 
Note that he states that the information about his grandparents, Ebenezer 
and Molly Brown, and their family had been given to him by his father. 
Parley Brown, in 1869. The original in notebook form constitutes an 
unpublished record that has circulated among and has been read by three 
generations of K, W. Brown’s family. 

It has been copied and placed in this record as one source for the 
documentation of the Brown Family Record.

The Ancestral Notes as written by Kendrick W. Brown in October of 1888 are 
as follows: 


AUTOBIOGRAPHY 

Kendrick Wade Brown of Ames, Iowa 

Notes: In this ms. the letters AR are an abbreviation for the words "Army 

Reminiscences" published by the writer in 1889-1891, preserved in a scrap¬ 
book to which the reader is referred for the incident in full. 

If the question is asked why this autobiography? I reply: There are 
many things relating to the early life of my ancestors, especially my 
parents, which I should like to know. There is no one to tell me. If 

they had written a brief account of the leading events of their lives for 

the edification of their children it would be a great comfort to all of 
us. It would doubtless also be a source of much helpful information. 

Most men say "My life has been so much of a failure that I am ashamed to 
perpetuate a record of my errors." Well, my life, too, is, or has been, a 
poor pattern, but I wish to record the leading events so that my offspring 
can profit by my errors. (Commenced in October 1888.) 

Ancestors 

My grandfather on my father’s side, Ebenezer Brown, was born in 
Rehemoth,i' CT. He was a farmer and married to Mollie Redway. He had two 

brothers, Aschel and Timothy.—^ His father (my great grandfather) was 

named Timothy Brown.—Grandfather and Grandmother Brown had nine chil¬ 
dren: 

Charlotte who married Amos Claflin and lived until 1864 when she died 
at her daughter’s home in Ellisburg, NY. 

Joel who married Nancy Allen in Saratoga, NY who bore him three chil¬ 
dren. When she died he married a second wife by whom he had two 
children. 

Polly became the second wife of Richard Allen by whom she had five 
children. In 1869 she was still living and had been a widow 
since 1812. 
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Ebenezer married Susan Potter, had no children, died in 1864 aged 83 
years. 

Aaron married Betsey Burphy (Burpee) by whom he had five children. 

He accumulated a large property, was a radical Baptist, a strong 
Democrat, was opposed to the Civil War, the liberation of the 
slaves and dissatisfied with his nephews or any of his relatives 
for entering the army in the sixties. He was a very benevolent 
man in his way and did more to support the Baptist Church in his 
town (Lorraine, NY) than any other member of the society. 

Lydia married Ben Gates, had nine children, died in 1853 aged 83 
years. 

Parley, the father of the writer, was the next child. 

Betsey married George Buel, had five children, died at Lorraine, NY 
aged 66 years, in 1858. 

Walter married to Abigail Risley had ten children and died in Lor¬ 
raine, NY at the age of 84. 

None of the family of children named above (of Grandfather Brown’s family) 
was living at this writing, October 1888. The facts narrated above were 
given to me by my father in 1869. 

My father, Parley Brown, was born in Granville, Washington County, 

NY, December 4, 1788. When he was eleven years of age his parents removed 
to Adams, NY where he lived eight years. He then went to Ellisburg where 
he was employed by his brother Joel on a farm and in a store for three 
years more. He was in the U.S. Military service on two different times, 
briefly both times, and was very slightly wounded in 1812. He was con¬ 
verted in 1816 and united with the Baptist church. His first membership 
was in Lorraine, NY. He was married September 29, 1824 to Miss Submit 
Farwell in Denmark, Lewis County, NY by the Rev. Norman Guitteau. He had 
little educational advantage and his boyhood was passed in struggling for 
an education against the appearance of insurmountable obstacles. At the 
age of 12 he did not know his letters and at 20 he could hardly write his 
name. Still he improved every moment for study and in 1826 when he was 
32 years old he entered Madison University from which he graduated in due 
time, was ordained in Lorraine in 1824—the year of his marriage. That 
was his first pastorate. 

A man of strong convictions, feelings and emotions he espoused the 
cause of every well established principle of justice with ardor and force. 
He was an ardent patriot—loyal to the extent of life, if need be. Aboli¬ 
tion found in him an early and powerful advocate. Living on the borders 
of the Nation’s domains near the St. Lawrence River his influence and 
support to the then "Underground Railway" was known and felt. His hatred 
of slavery and intemperance was pronounced and his motto "Do right if the 
Heavens fall" led him to teach, preach, and practice many radical precepts 
that the popular sentiment of the day was not ready to accept. Evangelis¬ 
tic in his style. Baptist in his belief, heroic in his treatment, he 
carried conviction in his ministerial work and methods and insisted that 
Bible Godliness should be the basis of Christian life. He remained in the 
ministry more or less until his death which occurred March 17, 1870 at 
Philadelphia, Jefferson County, NY. At the time of his death he was the 
first of the family to pass away and he left a wife and eight children to 
mourn his loss—all of them members of the Baptist church. 
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In politics he was originally a Whig, but as an Abolishionlst he 
early espoused the cause of universal freedom and joined the movements 
which were known as "Freesoil" and “Knownothing*' parties. In 1856 he 
became a Republican and remained in that party until his death. With the 
gift of a remarkable memory he could repeat much scripture—nearly all of 
the Psalms, Revelation, the Sermon on the Mount, many whole chapters in 
various parts of the Bible. He was a powerful preacher, a sweet spirited 
exemplary Christian, a tireless worker, physically as well as mentally. 


Mother—Submit Farwell—was born on Mount Holly, VT, May 24, 1800. 

In early life she came with her parents to Denmark, NY where she lived 
until her marriage. Her father's family consisted of the following: 

Submit, the mother of the writer. 

Leonard Marsh born May 19, 1803 in Denmark, NY and died a bachelor in 
Lorraine November 24, 1866 aged 63 years. 

Selah born October 22, 1805 in Denmark, NY. Removed with his family 
to Illinois in the fifties and about 20 years later to Kansas 
where he died in 1894, aged 89 years. He was married twice. 

His first wife was Nancy Plank with whom he lived about 50 
years. 

Eunice born April 29, 1809 married John Adams and lived most of her 
life on the shore of Lake Ontario at Pillar Point. 

Sabina born May 7, 1812 in Denmark married to Moses Brown and lived 

all of her life at Lorraine where she died July 10, 1867 leaving 
a large family of interesting children. 

Elixa born in Denmark May 4, 1814 married to Rollo Fox and lived most 
of her days in and about Lorraine where she died about 1893. 

Philo A. born in Denmark March 18, 1817 married to Eben Adsit and 
died Feb. 23, 1860. 

Hannah E. born in Denmark December 2, 1819 married to Allen Pitkin. 

Solomon born in Denmark June 11, 1827, removed to Illinois in the 

fifties where he lived in Whiteside County for many years. He 
was the youngest of the family of my grandfather Farwell. 

Grandfather Farwell (Solomon) was born in Mount Holly, VT March 23, 
1773. He married Sabina Burlingame in Hartford, CT. Soon after the Revo¬ 
lutionary War he had a brother disappear. It was supposed that he was 
murdered for his money of which he bad quite a sum about him at the time 
of his disappearance. No intelligence was ever received of this lost 
brother. Their father, Lemuel Farwell, was born in Massachusetts. He 
married Hannah Russell in Hartford, CT. He told his children and they 
told theirs that his father came from England. He died on Mount Holly. 

His wife married again—a man named Evens, with whom she removed to west¬ 
ern NY and lived 25 years and died at the age of 93 years. Lemuel F. was 
a miller and owned a mill in Vermont in the last half of the 18th century. 
He had a brother killed in the Battle of Quebec. His wife's name was 
Hannah Russell who was a doctress and midwife and had a list of 1600 
mothers whom she had attended in childbirth. Her nerve and will power can 
be imagined when it is related that in her 90th year she made a trip with 
her son in which it was found that she could only get aboard the ship in 
which she wished to sail by being "tekeled" by ropes and pulleys 100 feet 
from the shore to the ship. She at once consented and went aboard. 
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Grandfather Farwell’s sister Hannah married Peter Bent. (They were 
both natives of Vermont.) The two young men—brothers-in-law—loaded 
their united earthly possessions onto an oxcart and immigrated to Lewis 
County, NY in 1800. Two years before the pioneers had been on ahead and 
cleared an acre of ground and erected a log house. They both occupied the 
same hut. The young wives built a stone oven and baked 1400 cwt of flour 
for the movers who came into the country the first year. Thus in the 
forrest of northern NY the foundation was laid for the future homes of the 
Farwell family of which my mother was the firstborn. At one time the 
young husbands were called away for a night. The two wives with their 
little ones—less than a year old each—were besieged with wolves and 
though the log house was surrounded even to the roof and the chimney was 
mounted, they burned the straw from their massive "ticks" and kept up 
dense smoke till the fierce beasts gave up the attack. When they were 
coming to the western country in 1800 one of their faithful oxen got his 
leg broken in a log bridge and they were obliged to stop, kill the ox, and 
wait developments. This turned out to be a traveler on horseback who dis¬ 
mounted, hitched his horse in by the side of the remaining ox and traveled 
on with the party to their destination. 


Grandfather was a carpenter—he entered 50 acres of land but never 
got it paid for and was often much discouraged by reason of the burden of 
debt that rested upon him. He spent his days working at his trade and 
renting farms with just enough income to keep his large family from desti¬ 
tution. He was an earnest Christian—a Methodist—and by frugality and 
economy he managed to give his children a fair education and train them up 
in the ways of truth and sobriety. He gave up the struggle and he and his 
wife lived with their children the last few years of their lives. He died 
in Lorraine at the house of his daughter Sabina in June 1850 aged 77 
years. He was a quiet, peacable man and an earnest Christian. 


Grandmother Farwell was Sabina Burlingame. She was born in Weathers- 
field, Vermont in 1781. She was converted in Denmark, NY and united with 
the Baptist church. Her two oldest children (my mother was one) were born 
in VT. The remaining number in NY in the town of Denmark. Mother was 
converted at the age of 17 and began teaching school that same year. She 
soon became a member of the Baptist Church in Copenhagen and in September 
1824 was married to my Father. Their first home was in Lorraine where his 
first pastorate was held. Here three children were born to them, as 
follows: 

Elon Galusha born November 25, 1826 was married to Lucretia Rouse of 
Stone Mills, NY. They had two children "Elon" and "Clara." He 
was a very successful business man for many years at Stone Mills 
but in later life he moved with his family to Watertown, entered 
the ministry, became a very successful evangelist and died at 
the home of mother in Philadelphia January 25, 1879. He was 
converted at 16 and united with the Baptist Church. His last 
words were "If I live it will be glorious for I will preach the 
gospel as I never die before. If I die it will be more glorious 
as I will fall right into the arms of my Saviour." 

Philinda Sabina was born in Lorraine November 28, 1828, married to 


John S. Evans and he 


id three children: George Brayton, Coryelle 
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Parley and Nora. During the youth of the children the father 
was away in the Army and at work at his trade (carpenter) much 
of the time and her life was full of care. About 1870 they 
removed to Big Rapids, Michigan. 

Bennett FanN^ell was born August 14, 1831. He married Wealtha Rouse, 
Stone Mills, NY. They had four children: one daughter 
’’Delphene" who died in her sixth year in Wilna, George, 

’’Collins" who married and lived in Nebraska several years, then 
moved to Beaumont, CA, and Abner. 

Loren Guitteau was born in Orleans, Jefferson County, NY July 17, 

1833. Early in life he gave signs of unusual religious tenden¬ 
cies. He lived at home on the farm and taught school. Was 
married to Martha Jane Sumner April 5, 1855. They had five 
children: Dwight Parley, Charles Sumner (both in the ministry), 

Velora 0., Clinton Guitteau, and Rolla Earl. 

L. G. was in the pastorate for a dozen years and then became an 
Evangelist for 15 years and more. The churches in New York, 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Wisconsin, Iowa, Kansas and other 
states who enjoyed his labors bear testimony to his efficiency 
as a leader of men to the Saviour. He died in Ames July 6, 1895 
at his home of malignant tumor of the bowels. 

Parley Monroe was born in Orleans December 4, 1835. Farmed and 

taught school. Was married to Harriet Rouse at Stone Mills by 
whom he had four children: Abbie, Gaylor, Dee and Katie. He 
removed from the farm (in Alexandria, NY) to Philadelphia where 
he engaged in mercantile business for several years and then 
moved to Big Rapids, Michigan where he made and lost a compe¬ 
tency in the real estate business, then became school commis¬ 
sioner for many years, from which he retired in 1895. 

Fidelia Submit was born in Orleans October 7, 1839, lived with Father 
and Mother as long as they remained. She taught school many 
years summer and winter, was the staff upon which her parents 
leaned in their declining days. She came to me in my helpless¬ 
ness when our home was robbed of the wife and mother and minis¬ 
tered to us for a year. She was an angel of mercy to many 
others besides. She was married in 1890 to Ira Gardner, a 
worthy widower and farmer of Evans Mills, NY. 

Kendrick Wade, the writer of these sketches, 7th child of the family. 

Orville Bradley was born in Orleans Feb. 28, 1846, was never married. 
The eighth child, he lived at home as long as the home was kept 
up and worked at farming. 


— This was in error since apparently there was no such place in Connecti¬ 
cut. Probably a misspelling of the name Rehoboth, a town in Massachu¬ 
setts. Molly Redway*s family had come from Rehoboth, MA which possibly 
explains the idea that Ebenezer’s family had come down from the same 
town. Instead, the evidence is that the Brown family of Killingly, CT 
had come from Reading, MA.

— This naming of Ebenezer’s brothers Aschel and Timothy is confirmed by 
church records that have been located in the Connecticut State Library. 
Such records give their father’s name as Josiah Brown. This ties in 
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with land records of Killingly, CT which show the same relationship 
between Josiah and Ebenezer Brown. This written record of 1888 quoting 
K. W. Brown’s father, Parley Brown, in 1869 when he gave his uncles* 
names, Aschel and Timothy, now substantially supports our interpretation 
of the church and land records referred to.

Having very little to take my attention in these shut-in days of 
winter I have thought I might write something of my experience in schools 
and school work that might interest somebody, and as a preface some little 
incidents that occurred before my fourteenth year. 

I began young, say at eight or ten years of age, to have an idea that 
all that was necessary to make a complete boy, physically or mentally, I 
could furnish. 

My father was a Baptist minister^ who was educated as well as the 
seminaries of that day could and him being a married man found that he had 
too many strapping boys to support with the meager salary that was paid in 
that day. He therefore concluded that a farm, so far as finance and 
environment were concerned was the best place to bring up boys. 

His farm was one mile from a stone schoolhouse and my college prepa¬ 
ratory work was begun there and I well remember standing at the lap of my 
teacher and dividing my time bejtween her white handled penknife and her 
pretty dress and my letters. She was known everywhere as the schoolmarm, 
not the teacher. 

Later on it became popular to teach the word as ’’cat, dog or boy" 
before the letter and still later the phonic method. 

It was customary to have a four months term by a lady in summer, and 
the same time in winter by a man that could handle the large boys. 

In each case the teacher boarded round. If one farm family had four 
pupils the teacher would board as long again as if there one or two. 

It was the duty of two boys to bring water from a fine spring 100 
rods from the school house. Other two boys would bring the next day. One 
boy with one cup could furnish the school with water. 

Up to 15 years of age I had never seen a steel pen and a teacher must 
know how to fix a goose quill to write with. 

Later the learning what a noun was, and then a verb, and conjugation 
—all so new—but only a little of a big book to be learned. And then 
arithmetic. I could add but when it came to subtracting five or eight 
from a cipher and then long division and complex fractions, all seemed too 
complex. 

Pupils were lined up in a row for spelling. A prize was offered to 
the pupil that would get to the head the most times during the term. It 
soon became apparent that one of the girls or I would be the winner.

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I, having one mark the most, the prize, twenty-five cents, was 
divided. The teacher was a relative of the girl’s family. 

From the age of fourteen to eighteen years of age I began to under¬ 
stand that an education later in life would be the best asset I could 
have. But no summer schooling for a boy of fourteen. One term a year was 
all. 


But plowing, hoeing, haying, husking and chopping on a farm for eight 
months gives a boy a wonderful appetite for study for the other four 
months and my time during the terms of these years was well improved with 
the exception of one term and as it shows how foolish a boy can be in his 
fool age I will state how it happened. 

My older brother was teaching four miles from home. A man in the 
district where he taught was obliged to be away from home during the 
winter months and he wanted a boy to do his chores. I engaged to do them 
and attend ray brother’s school. 

From the start I was a busy boy but not with my studies. Among the 
girls there was a bright eyed chubby little girl about my age named Olive 
Anderson. There were other girls in the school but none like her. And 
she had the same opinion of me as a boy. Our feeling one for the other 
was reciprocated. 

Spelling schools were common in those days and the more the better as 
it gave one of the boys an opportunity to go home with Olive. And there 
was a colored boy easily a head taller than I that thought a good deal of 
Olive and for some reason he had a little business down at Andersons and 
he walked on one side of Olive and I on the other from the spelling 
school. And as we went beyond the gate into the house and tarried for 
popcorn I received my first impression of my importance when Mr. Anderson 
addressed me as "Mr. Brown"—and only a little past fourteen. 

Now at eighteen bordering on manhood and having attended the district 
as long as seemed profitable and having the farm work nearly completed I 
made arrangements to attend a Seminary seven miles from my home, sometimes 
called a select school similar to the Ferris school in Big Rapids, to pre¬ 
pare for teaching. It was very natural that I should prepare for teaching 
as my father and mother were once teachers and they had eight children, 
all teachers but one and all of my four children were teachers. 

The faculty of the school that I attended in the fall consisted of 
one man, Wm. T. Goodenough. I, with three other young fellows, boarded 
ourselves. I attended that school three months and on a Saturday in 
November went ten miles to a small town, was examined for a certificate 
which took about fifteen minutes then went four miles and stayed with an 
officer of the district where I was to begin teaching the next Monday 
morning at $14.00 per month. 

Comparing conditions then with conditions now would be interesting. 

My sister taught her first school at $1.00 per week rather than do the 
housework that she could hire a girl to do for $1.00, sometimes for 
seventy-five cents. One dollar and fifty cents would employ one that 
would be quite acceptable as a nurse. My wife did all her teaching at 
$2.50 per week. 
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My brother engaged the next school that I taught. He advised me to 
put on two vests to make it appear that I was stout built. I met the 
director of the school and he told me he was afraid I would not be able to 
go through with the school as they, the large boys, threw the teacher out 
the winter before. But I did go through with it, and three years after 
that and for the pay for three months that they paid me for four months 
before that. 

A ruler for punishing pupils was considered an indispensible part of 
a teacher’s equipment. I had one but never used it in the four years I 
was there. 

I once visited a school where the teacher had a bundle of whips 
behind the entry door in addition to the ruler. 

No pay for the teacher until the school closed. Then a partial pay¬ 
ment with public money, the remainder by a pro rata tax list. The teacher 
was the janitor.

Now as to the genealogy or numbers or character of my forefathers, it 
is my impression I shall not be able to give any but a limited amount of 
information along this line. 

2 

My father (Parley Brown, 1788-1870) had four brothers. And one 
striking difference in their characteristics was the ability of each in 
the matter of business. The oldest, Joel, was always a poor man and had 
little or no faculty to accumulate a competency. Habits not the best — 
family large. 

Aaron was the exact reverse of this in detail. Almost everything he 
engaged in he was successful. His home surroundings indicated prosperity. 

The other brothers were in moderate circumstances and died with good 
surroundings. 

My father died at 81 years of age and was always in sound health. 

My mother. Submit Farwell (1800-1884) had five sisters and the same 
difference in their circumstances as with father’s brothers. Two of them 
were always short of family comforts. The others were always well-to-do. 

My mother’s father (Solomon Farwell, 1774-1850) and mother (Sabina 
Burlingame, 1780-1856) were always in very moderate circumstances and 
having a large family and the country new made it difficult to get along. 
His name was Solomon Farwell. Parley Brown—my father—in mature years 
thought to be a Baptist preacher though the example of his father was in 
no way favorable in that direction but right the reverse. His father was 
irreligious. 

As time went on father had a family of 6 boys and 2 girls and I have 
always been of the opinion that in middle life he bought and moved on a 
farm for the benefit of his boys and did not preach so much. 


Joel, Aaron, Ebenezer and Walter. 
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Mother always in poor health and finding it so hard a problem to get 
help in the house still lived to be 84 years old, 14 years after father 
died. There were 10 years difference in their ages. 

My mother with no home influence to direct her was a very devoted 
Christian. It was her custom to have the children sing gospel hymns 
together and have prayer after a talk about religious things when father 
was away. 

It seemed to be a great pleasure to father to take one of his little 
boys with him when he went to preach. When I went I think I thought more 
about having a better collar than the other boys than I did about the 
sermon. 

When mother found a girl that would work out, one dollar a week was 
considered a good price. Seven-five cents a week was more common. 

My sister taught two terms of school when she first began to teach 
for $1.00 per week. There was no fruit of any account on the farm that 
father owned or in the vicinity but father and the neighbors were in the 
habit of going to a neighboring county where fruit was plenty and get a 
load of apples every fall. It was a very good grade of apples that would 
cost more than 12 l/2c a bushel. And it was a gala day when father 
returned with the load. The neighbor boys knew it and would make us a 
visit and find the apples in the load that were best to eat. 

I said the neighbors did not have fruit but there was one neighbor 
that had set out an orchard in an early day and had fruit. Among the 
trees there was one sweet apple tree and we boys or we boys as we used to 
say would climb over the stone wall and fill our pockets with harvest 
apples before our load came. We did this when the owner wasn’t in sight 
or away from home. 

We put a plank across a rail fence and two girls or two boys, one on 
each side would teeter. My sister broke her arm one day and my brother 
rode horseback four miles for a doctor to set it. 

Every Sunday morning when it was not stormy sometimes a part, some¬ 
times all the family went to church in a double wagon or buggy. We had 
preaching at 10:30 and then a nooning or recess of an hour and then 
another sermon before going home. Mother carried our dinner in a basket 
and each one was allotted a piece of bread and butter, a cake fried and 
what we called a turnover. When it was mince we thought it was the best 
ever was. I well remember the people, the texts and many other things 
just as they occurred in those days. 

Father, as things had developed and his eight children were growing 
up was about half farmer and half preacher. He farmed from necessity and 
not because it was a pleasure. Sometimes his planning would not work out 
right. One spring when we had a good deal of plowing and dragging to do 
his teams gave out and were not able to do much so we had to do any way we 
could to get along. Father most always had a yoke of steers that he was 
breaking while they were growing up into oxen. We had one horse that was 
quite able and we hitched that horse before the steers and plowed with the 
three. 
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In the Bible in giving the good qualities of good men as David, Jacob 
and the prophets the bad points are given as well. So I will here relate 
some incidents in my life that prove that childhood and.youth are vanity 
as it is written in Proverbs. 

A neighbor by the name of Marshall had a family, mostly boys, and one 
of them, Judson by name, always felt the best when he was in some mischief 
or something that everybody could laugh at. At school the main thing for 
him was not to see what he could find in books but to find a way to work 
up a laugh and have some fun. He was not a bad boy at all and finally 
grew up to be a useful man. His age was between mine and that of my 
brother Guitteau, and naturally he had a good deal of influence over both 
of us. 

Very naturally in all escapades he would be the leader. There was a 
small village two miles from our home and father would let us go with the 
sleigh to get the mail and this boy Judson would go with us. On the way 
home perhaps we would throw 3 or 4 stones at a house and run off and 
hollar when they came out. Judson would tell them to go back to bed and 
we would all laugh so they could hear us. 

They found out what boys did it and complained to our parents and 

they made us go and ask them to forgive us. At another time Uncle Bennett 

went with us to get some butternuts. A neighbor had a tree that he 

thought a good deal of. It was full of butternuts and only one tree. One 

moonlight night we took a bag. When we got there Judson got up in the 
tree and got them off. All at once the man that owned the tree appeared 
on the scene. The first thing he said was "Here is Bennett, Guitteau, 
Monroe and here now Jud in the tree." Well the upshot was the man told 
Mr. Marshall and father and agreed to settle it if we would take a bag of 
apples to him. Of course he took the butternuts we had gathered. Mr. 
Marshall was a Baptist deacon and father a preacher and they felt the 
right thing had to be done. Bennett was the king bee at home about doing 
things to laugh about. 

He would do up a nice package of sawdust or dirt and put it on the 
road and all of us would laugh when they got out to undo it, or nail a 
horseshoe on a rail or bridge and laugh when people would get out of the 
buggy to get it. So it is no matter how well the boys are brought up they 
get so full of laugh and fun that sometimes they can*t help but slop over. 

Nearly all the incidents mentioned in the foregoing occurred before I 
was 16 years of age and I might mention a few things relating to my school 
life that happened before that age. 

The school I attended before I was 16 was made up of pupils differing 
so materially in mental capacity. In short it was divided into two sec¬ 
tions. The one half was made up entirely of Mohawk Dutch and the others 
all of them were what was called Yankees. The Yankees were intelligent 
and learned easy and when the Yankee boy or girl became good scholars at 
16 the Dutch boys and girls though they were grown to 18 or 20 were still 
very deficient in their studies and not ready to leave school. Many of 
the Yankee boys and girls got to be teachers and left the others to con¬ 
tinue going to school. 
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It was a common thing for Dutch boys to read with smaller Yankee boys 
so they could help them to pronounce the difficult words. 

One teacher offered a prize to the scholar that would leave off at 
the head of class each day the greatest number of times during the term. 
The prize was to be twenty-^five cents and before very long it became 
apparent that Monroe Brown or Persis Mitchel would get the prize. My 
spelling book went home every night the strife was on. Persis was a 
Yankee and so was Monroe. Persis had the advantage in that the teacher 
was a distant relative of hers. The last day came and the record showed 
that Monroe was one ahead and the teacher decided that inasmuch as it was 
so near a tie that the twenty-five cents should be divided, giving to each 
12 1/2 cents. That amount was quite a sum for me but nearly all the other 
pupils thought it unfair. 

At 16 years of age my father sold his farm in Orleans, Jefferson 
County, New York of 160 acres and bought another of 138 acres in Alexan¬ 
dria, same county, and I began to think I was quite a factor in the Brown 
family. 


There were 8 children in the family and all at home but the oldest, 
Galusha. We moved from a fine stone house on a rather lonely cross road 
to a log house on a main road. The school house where we left was a mile 
away and the one where we went was on one corner of our farm. For three 
years about all we did was work on the farm in summer and the children 
went to school in winter. The youngest, Bradley, being 6 years of age. 

It took some time to get used to our environment. My mother was not well 
pleased with moving into a log house from a fine home she had left and 
that made it necessary for father to set about building a new house which 
he did. My two sisters^ were up and coming so far as getting an education 
and both prepared themselves while young for teaching and became a success 
as teachers and both good singers and musicians to a fair extent. 


But not so with the boys as to education. Galusha and Bennett pre¬ 
pared themselves for teaching and business in good time, but Guitteau and 
Kendrick did not show any great desire for schooling. 

At the beginning of a term of school Guitteau would say: "Now I am 
going every day and attend to business." He would go perhaps a week or so 
and then would lose a day or two to break a colt or a pair of steers. 
Kendrick was easy on study and school and nothing less than a failure on a 
farm. 


On the farm Guitteau would make things hum for two or three days at 
the beginning of spring work or haying and then be sick for two or three 
days from over work, Kendrick could not do work as other boys did. 

I have strayed a little from writing my life experiences to tell 
about my brothers in order to show a condition in the lives of young peo¬ 
ple that may not always be understood. Some young persons develop younger 
than others and it does not become apparent in some till later in life for 
what they are best fitted.

Philinda Sabina and Fidelia Submit.

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My brother Guitteau had a remarkable conversion when eighteeen years 
of age. It was July 4th and it was wonderful what a change came over him 
during the day. From that date he was inclined to preaching the gospel 
though he was engaged in other lines of business sometime after conver¬ 
sion. He was, late in life, a very successful evangelist. 

On the farm that father bought there was quite a good small building 
near the log house and when we took the log house down to build another we 
moved into this small building and I slept upstairs and when I began to go 
to school in the winter I made it a rule to get up at four o*clock and 
study an hour and then saw wood till it was time to go to school and on 
the farm I was uneasy if our haying and spring work did not go along as 
fast and be done as soon as the neighbors. I liked the farm. 

Guitteau was now married and he and I rented father’s farm one year, 
but he was too slow for me and so I rented it for ten years. In winter I 
hired my brother Bradley and father to do the chores and I taught school. 
After my first in the district where I taught three terms I taught a term 
in a neighbor district at $24.00 per month. 

Then it came to a point where it was a question as to which district 
would pay the most. Later on I taught a select term in fall same as the 
academy but this was not profitable as I was needed in farm work. 

The Civil War brought to light the high ideals of my brother 
Kendrick. He was promoted from private to captain sometime before the 
close of the war. As a travelling salesman and lecturer he has been a 
decided success. At one time was candidate for governor in Iowa on the 
Prohibition ticket. 

I return now to my biography. I had been going to school in winter 
and working on the farm in summer. Now nineteen years of age in the early 
fall when father’s harvest work was done, I donned my better clothes and 
went eight miles from home to an academy to school something like the 
institute. 

Three young fellows about my age went with me. Our mothers would 
make pies, bread, fried cakes, cookies and put in apple sauce, cheese and 
other good things and we would cook potatoes and meat on our stove. We 
had a three floor building: 1st floor furniture, 2nd floor the school, 

3rd floor our room. Two would cook and wash the dishes one week and two 
others the next week. 

I attended that school eleven weeks and was in the clover all the 
time thinking all the time I was going to teach. Every week one or more 
of us went home and brought up a supply for all of us. Towards the last 
of the term I went off into different school districts to get a school to 
teach. At last I took a school for 3 months about 3 miles from where my 
oldest brother had a store and going there every week and helping him in 
his store Saturday nights and every other Saturday was great company for 
me. 

I think I was never so lonesome as I was the second week of that 
school. I had always been at home but now 14 miles from home and no hope 
of going home for 12 weeks. I boarded among the people and the teacher 
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must be boarded like a visitor. I was young and hearty and could eat 
about all they would give me. At the end of three months they wanted me 
to stay another half month and I did at $14.00 per month. 

I was glad to get home and work the next summer and attended the same 
school in the fall and took a school 4 miles from home for four months at 
$18.00 per month. 

My brother Bennett took the school for me and he was a large man and 
I was small. He advised me to wear two vests when I was liable to see the 
trustees of the district as I being small I would not be able to manage 
the large boys. They had a fight with the teacher the winter before and 
threw him out. 

I stayed in that school 4 terms till my word was law and they 
increased my wages to $24.00 a month. That was considered extreme. I 
remember the children and the people with a great deal of pleasure. 

In the fall that I was twenty-five years of age I began a four months 
term of school in Plessis, NY. I had taught two terms of school there 
before. I knew Hattie Rouse who lived near Stone Mills where I had been a 
clerk in my brother's store. Though I had seen but little of her only as 
I had known her as being a sister of my brother Bennett^s wife. She was a 
teacher. 

I had not seen her for some time but I wrote and asked her if she 
would like to have me visit her with a view of becoming better acquainted. 
Not long after I received a reply which was the beginning of a correspon¬ 
dence that resulted in my making her a call in two or three weeks. My 
calls began generally on Friday night and lasted till the next Sunday 
night or Monday morning. 

I think a very pleasant part of our first acquaintance was our cor¬ 
respondence. My Post Office was about a three minutes walk from my school 
room door, and after a busy and trying day with a school that numbered 80 
pupils it was a pleasant pasttime to step over to the office and return to 
the school room and read a letter the address of which had become quite 
familiar, sometimes by candlelight. 

It was fourteen miles to her home and if there was anything about her 
letter which was difficult to understand I had to go out there to have it 
explained. 

All things considered I liked teaching very much. It was a pleasant 
part of my life work but I liked agriculture better and she knew this. 

I am going to assume now that you can guess the rest up to April 30, 
1862, the date of our wedding.

The first winter of our married life neither of us was going to 
teach. In these days that would be called a cinch after teaching continu¬ 
ously for sometime past.

I wonder if it would be interesting to compare 1862-3 with 1920 in 
relation to a few things. Through the summer we had been milking 22 cows 
and making cheese. One every other day that would weigh from fifty to 
eighty pounds each. In the fall these must be marketed at six or eight 
cents a pound but cows were dry in winter and not much doing with milk. 

Up to this time for some years one weekly newspaper was about all the 
news we were supposed to have. Now we have two dallies, Saturday Evening 
Post, Ladies Home Journal, and other news that come to us without cost. 
Then one room was lighted at a time where the lamp was. Now we turn a 
switch or two and all the rooms in the house are lighted and another 
switch will light the cellar. 

Then we cut stove wood in spring to last a year with two stoves. Now 
the whole house is warmed with furnace and we burn coal. Then we boiled 
potatoes and the teakettle, now with gas in less than half the time. 

Now we buy twenty-five pounds of flour at a time, then we raised our 
wheat and went to mill twice a year. Now we buy meat for one, two or 
three days at a time, then in the fall the first winter we kept house we 
had three or four tin pans of the best lard and as much sausage, three or 
four hams to smoke and ten or fifteen pieces of pork and beef cut in 
pieces weighing from three to five pounds each ready to put in the kettle 
to boil. It was a common occurrence for my mother to make from fifty to 
seventy-five mince pies and let them freeze and warmed them when needed. 
Mrs. Brownes mother did the same and most married girls did as their 
mothers did. 

Time went on and I could not resist the temptation to teach again the 
second winter after marriage, and the 19th of December a little girl which 
we named Abba Harriet Brown came to our house. For the next five years we 
had no business misfortunes or sickness of any account and no death in our 
immediate family and about the time our girl was five years old and could 
call us to Dindy, a little boy with red hair and one tooth came to board 
with us. 

During that year after being on the farm ten years I had bought the 
farm of father and sold it and was making plans for going into the mercan¬ 
tile business with Mrs. Brown’s brother, Gaylor Rouse in Philadelphia, NY. 
There was no phase of this business that I liked unless it was the lovely 
acquaintances we formed there and the pleasant and happy partnership with 
my wife’s brother. He was always ready to bear more than his share of the 
hardships. 

I remained in that business two years after which I sold out and took 
a trip out to Big Rapids, Michigan with my mother and from there out 
through Illinois, Iowa and Missouri. In the fall of 1870 we moved to Big 
Rapids, arriving in October. The town was new, population of 1600 and 
everything was booming. 

Rather unexpectedly I got into the real estate business. However, I 
felt uneasy as I did not know how well or how long I would like that busi¬ 
ness. I knew that in New York I had made a success in farming so I 
thought it best to buy what would make a farm in case other things should 
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fail. I bought the farm south of town that I lived on some time after. I 
bought quite a little land in the western part of the city and platted 
three blocks and sold many lots at a fair profit. In 1872 I bought a 
block and having a good many lots on the hill west I thought it would be a 
good idea to build a good house, now known as the Upton house, at a cost 
of $6000. About the time this house was finished in the spring of 1873 
the bottom dropped out of real estate and a panic came on that virtually 
stopped the sale of lots, building, and all advancement in the growth of 
the city brought to an end. The population fell from 7000 to about 5000. 

I had a good deal of real estate, $22,000, at a fair estimate in normal 
times. But the times were far from normal, prices reduced more than half, 
nothing selling. In short my property would not nearly pay my debts. Ten 
hard years work and five years in business gone and a family of five to 
support and no business. 

I sold the house on the hill and lost $3,000 on it and moved into the 
house I first owned in Big Rapids, now known as the Leggett house, north 
of the Unitarian church. I then rented the farm known as the Morehouse 
farm for three years at $500 a year. Farm produce was high. Hay $20 a 
ton. I worked the farm the first year and lived down town. Had a big 
crop of hay and wheat but hay went down to $8 a ton. The second fall we 
moved onto the farm and burned out—nearly all in the house burned. We 
gave up the farm the third year, having moved back to town after the fire. 
The next move was to go onto the new 80 acres I bought the first year in 
the woods and now very poor. Some changes from the time I came to Big 
Rapids three years before with $8000 cash. 

In the woods on the new farm we cleared two or three acres and began 
raising truck. We kept a few cows and they ran in the woods and clear¬ 
ings, sometimes going off two or three miles and sometimes lost for two or 
three days. In spring we tapped three hundred trees and sold syrup for 
one and one-half dollars a gallon. 

I had been elected examinar on the school board and one day Gay and 
Dee gathered and boiled the sap and the next day 14 gallons of syrup. Gay 
was 14, Dee 12 years.

Abba began teaching young. She taught in the Sterling district and 
Ely and Millbrook. A term or two in the city. I should state that some¬ 
times Gay^ would be gone till nine or ten o’clock before bringing the 
cows. We raised garden peas and Dee was the champion pea picker, picking 
as high as 16 pecks in one day. 

Ma made maple syrup, the best ever eaten, and catchup which we sold 
for $1.50 a gallon and did all the washing and housekeeping most of the 
time. 


So you see everyone helped. When I went on the new farm I had one 
good horse and no money to buy another but finally found one that had been 
sold for one dollar to work some with the good one.

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Feed was scarce where thetre was no money to buy it and sometimes in 
spring work the horses when very tired would almost fall over. 

It would be strange indeed if we would forget how good and kind each 
of our own families were to us. Both families came to our aid with lib¬ 
eral financial aid and sympathy. 

I had a mower and reaper and I mowed and reaped for others. 

As examiner I received $4 a day and then I had my turn of being 
secretary of the board which brought about $300 a year. Gay got to teach¬ 
ing about the time I was appointed commissioner of schools at $900 a year. 

I was on the board of examiners fourteen years and commissioner of 
schools eight years. Of course during this time I had some quite sharp 
competition with parties that wanted my place but by some hook or crook I 
came out ahead. During the time that I was commissioner I bought the 
present home and Gay went and graduated from Vanderbilt College. Dee went 
to Alma, Kate to Grand Rapids, both to take instruction in kindergarten 
and primary work in teaching. 

It will be interesting to state an incident that occurred about the 
time we burned out and were the nearest the foot of the hill we have ever 
been. I had had cut about 100 cords of beech and maple wood and, in our 
extreme loss of everything we thought we were very fortunate to have that 
dry wood to sell to help us out. 

The Geo. B. Warren Estate; had vacant land and city lots almost in 
every direction and in cutting that wood my me*, made a mistake and cut 
over on Warren estate land a little. Their agent put an attachment on the 
whole of the wood. We lost the whole of it. 

Mark Norris, a lawyer of Grand Rapids, was Warren’s lawyer agent and 
the man that took the wood was a local agent in Big Rapids by the name of 
Trott. 

I never knew just how much the lawyer Norris had to do with this 
transaction but in a few years I took the place of this man Trott as agent 
with Norris in selling the Warren Estate lands and finally in 1906 we 
formed a company called the Big Rapids Realty Co. of 250 shares. 125 
shares for Mark Norris, 124 shares for P. M. Brown, 1 share for Norris’ 
stenographer. We had to have three to form a company. 

We bought the vacant lots in city, farm property in and out of city, 
all unpaid contracts and all the Warren interest in Mecosta County for 
$2500, giving our note at the bank for the money. We collected on one 
sale money to pay the note into $60. In one year we collected all overdue 
contracts and sold all the landed property for over $10,000. I never 
could quite understand why Mr,, Norris gave me the number of shares that he 
did only that it was a display of his kindness and generosity. At first 
he made the company papers for me 125 shares, for him 124 and one for his 
stenographer. But I would not have it so and gave him 125 and me 124. 

I attribute the fact that my business relations are so favorable to 
three factors: 1st, That all our family were frugal, industrious and did 
all they could to help us out of our unfortunate circumstances. 2nd, My 
holding the office of school examiner and school commissioner so long for 
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which I give credit mainly to Supt. S. W. Baker and Edgar Pierce. 3rd, 

The advantage gained by being a member of the Big Rapids Realty Co. 

It will be noticed in this narrative that I have scarcely noticed the 
religious side of life. I have stated that in my early life we had to go 
four miles to church. 

At this church they were in the habit of holding special meetings and 
though but ten years of age I could well understand the sermons and was 
impressed with the fact I should be a Christian. It was customary to 
invite those that were interested to the front seat for prayer and the 
minister and the deacons would lead in these exercises. Though I under¬ 
stood but very little of what these meetings meant I think I had something 
of an idea of it and believe that was a feeble start in the new life. I 
enjoyed secret prayer and singing gospel hymns. But as is customary, I 
strayed from this influence until 17 years of age. The Methodists held 
meetings in a chapel on one corner of father’s new farm and at a small 
town two miles away. Special meetings were quite prevalent and as I now 
believe the spirit was striving with me to persuade me to become a servant 
of the master. 

Not only did I have an inclination to attend ordinary meetings but 
always special as well. And there was no author of books that could 
enlist my individual attention like the Bible. When plowing or at other 
work I would have a chapter of the Bible to commit to memory. Yet in all 
past time up to the present 18 years of age I hadn’t the slightest under¬ 
standing of the Bible as a whole nor had I any idea of the correct way of 
teaching it. Nor do I believe that the majority of ministers have the 
right conception of the proper and systematic way of teaching it as mathe¬ 
matics, language and other studies are taught in our public schools. 

From 18 years to 32 no particular change. I could pray in public and 
private. Could be superintendent of Sunday School and being a deacon in 
the church was considered the right one for that work. 

After coming to Big Rapids in 1870 and attending meetings of a spe¬ 
cial nature I felt the need of something more and new upon certain points 
of my being. To obtain this I made it a subject of earnest private 
prayer. And I know that my prayer was answered. 

I always had great confidence in what the Bible did for me and what 
it would do for others. It says: "The Law of the Lord is perfect con¬ 
verting the soul." Believing this I was in the habit of quoting, of 
explaining and talking about that great book from 32 years of age and on.

Dear Mr. Brown: 


The Thompson Congregational Church in Thompson does still have the 
original records, I looked at them, and, as you can see from the report, 
an error was made by Mrs. Mary Bishop and Mrs. William Mansfield when they 
copied the records. Josiah and Timothy were the sons of Josiah, not 
Timothy. 

Ebenezer*s baptism record does not appear in the Thompson Congrega¬ 
tional Church records. To me it is clear from the information we have 
that he was the son of Josiah and Keziah Brown. The only other approach 
I can think of to try to get further confirmation would be to try to 
determine how Keziah and Ebenezer Brown, whom I assume were brother and 
sister, came by the property which they sold to Ebenezer Prince in 1775 
(see 19 May 1980 report). They did not purchase it, so I believe it must 
have been an inheritance. My guess is that it would have come from their 
maternal grandfather, whose name we do not know. By looking at neighbor¬ 
ing properties and backing up through the land records it might be 
possible to find who owned the land earlier and get from there to a pro¬ 
bate record.

Report to Farwell T. Brown Concerning Brown Ancestry 30 October 1980

We know from the records of the Congregational Church of Putnam that when 
John Brown, Elder died on 12 April 1768 he was 85 1/2. That would mean 
that he was born in the fall of 1682. Therefore, in spite of the common¬ 
ness of the name John Brown, I thought it would be worthwhile to check the 
microfiche at the Mormon library in Manchester, CT. On the microfiche I 
found John brown, son of John born 2 Dec. 1682 in Reading, MS. I also saw 
on the microfiche that there were other Browns born in Reading with given 
names which were the same as those in your family in Killingly. 
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My next step was to check at the Connecticut State Library for published 
vital records of Reading, MA and for a history of Reading. After that I 
checked through the many Brown genealogies in the library for one which 
traced descendants of John Brown of Reading, MA. 

The genealogy by Charles C. Whitney, published in 1897 does not give 
sources. However, the published Reading, MA vital records together with 
the history of Reading are consistent with the conclusions which are drawn 
by the genealogy. Notice especially that there are two births in Reading 
to John Brown and Lydia; 

Nathaniell Brown, son of John and Lidya, b. 26 Sept. 1708 
Stephen, son of John and Lidya 

We know that your ancestor Josiah Brown of Killingly had a brother Nathan¬ 
iel. We know from land records that Josiah*s father was John Brown and 
that he came to Killingly from Weston, MA. From Weston records we know 
that Josiah was baptized in Weston and that his mother was Lydia. 


EXCERPTS TRANSCRIBED FROM LORRAINE, NY TOWN RECORDS 
By: Merianne Shelmidine, Town Clerk 


These items from the Lorraine Town Records pertain to members of the 
Ebenezer Brown family who lived in Lorraine between 1800 and about 1865. 
These records are interesting because they indicate the nature of public 
activity in the early 19th century. 

Transcribed in a letter dated at Lorraine, NY March 2, 1981 and addressed 
to Farwell T. Brown, Ames, lA, Many of the references are to Ebenezer 
Brown (1752-1833), his son Ebenezer, Jr. (1781-1864), his son Parley 
(1788-1870), his son Aaron (1784-1870) and others. The Parley Brown who 
appears after 1831 was, in most instances, the son of Walter Brown, 
another son of Ebenezer, Sr. 

The transcription states the "Following are the dates and people holding 
positions that appear on the list you sent me."

Stephen Loughran was the son of 

Edmund Loughran b. 1832 in Ireland. He came to America in 1848 and to 

Iowa in 1857 from New York City. He m. 1854, Sara Briars at Phila¬ 
delphia, dau. of John and Agnes (McCracken) Briars of Briars Corner, 
Ireland. She d. 13 July 1901 at Ames, lA and Edmund d. 15 Nov. 1923 
at Ames, lA. Both are buried in the Ames Municipal Cemetery. 


Edmund Loughran traveled by boat from St. Louis to Davenport. He 
planned to come by stage from Iowa City, lA to Des Moines. However, 
finding no stage operating, he walked the 120 miles taking two weeks 
to cover the distance. He owned an iron factory at Des Moines. He 
installed the first sawmill near Polk City where he cut the ties for 
the first railroad built between Des Moines and Ames. He later 
started the Loughran Machine Company at Ames, the business taken over 
later by his son, Stephen.
